is authorized by the cooperative 
Farm Forestry Act. Objective of the 
the program is the development of 
farm woodlands as productive units 
of the farm by plantings and by 
management of existing stands. 


Sonoma and El Dorado counties 
are the sites for the California dem- 
onstrations.

Policy Favored 


U.S. Will Urge Europe 
Adopt Plan Used In 
Western Hemisphere 


WASHINGTON (UP) — Admin- 
istration officials indicated today 
that they would continue to advo- 
cate European adoption of the 
western hemisphere’s good neigh- 
bor policy. despite the terms of the 
Finnish-Russian peace treaty. 

Chief principle of that policy is 
that small countries are guaranteed 
against attack or intervention in 
their internal affairs by stronger 
neighbors. 

President Roosevelt, in a White 
House statement late yesterday, de- 
clared that the ending of the 
Russo-Finnish war “does not yet 
clarify the inherent right of small 
nations to the maintenance of their 
integrity against attack by superior 
forces.” 

That statement appeared to elim- 
inate any hope that relations be- 
tween the United States and Russia. 
severely strained since the invasion 
of Finland, would be patched up 
now that hostilities have ceased. Al- 
ready there was a revival in Con- 
gress of demands for severance of 
diplomatic relations with Russia. 
They were opposed by chairman 
Key Pittman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee who contend- 
ed that there was “nothing to gain” 
by such a move.

When Teachers Write to Parents 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


I HAVE a good deal of concern 
about the damage done by the let- 
ters of some teachers to parents, 
especially when these letters sug- 
gest that the parents should punish 
the child at home for his behavior 
at school. 

“It is about our seven-year-old 
boy,” a mother writes. “We get 
notes from his teacher like this: 
‘Theve are times when Ray is a very 
good boy and does good work, but 
again he is so careless. He will not 
take his time to do his work well, 
although he has the ability. He hur- 
ries through with his work half done 
and then annoys others. ... He 
eould be an A student if he would 
settle down and apply himself. 
Whenever he is naughty, he can’t 
tell why he does things—he does 
them before he thinks.’ 

“Now, Dr. Myers, this child is 
very bright and keen, but he is very 
nervous. From the time he crawled 
he has been just this way—always 
has to be disciplined, talks and acts 
every minute. He becomes tired but 
won’t give up to rest. He'll worry 
you into nervous prostration one 
minute and love you to death the 
next.... 


Urged Spankings 


“His teacher has asked us to pun- 
ish him when she sends notes home 
that he hasn’t done good work. But 
spanking, depriving him or sending 
him to bed—nothing works. When 
he takes those jittery, miserable 
spells, nothing does good for long. 
Perhaps he’ll cry and the erying 
quiets him for a while. When I ask 
him why he doesn’t behave or quiet 
down, do better work or make good 
grades, he just shrugs his shoulders 
and says he was made that way.” 


My reply to her was about like 
this: “Of course your child is ner- 
vous, very nervous. It would be a 
crime for you to punish him for his 
failure to learn at school, as his 
teacher thinks he should be. Any- 
way, punishment doesn’t help a 
child to learn better from books; 
rather, it keeps him from learning, 
since it causes him to hate the les- 
sons which already are hard and 
uninteresting, as a rule. 


“What this boy needs is more love 
and encouragement from parents 
who have poise; a home of serenity, 
where voices are low and there is no 
radio except for soft music. Induce 
him to play out-of-doors. Require 
him, when he is very tired, to sit or 
lie down, when you might read to 
him quietly. 


Teacher’s Job 


“Courteously inform the yeneoet 
that you will expect her to d 
with the boy at school as she sees 
fit, hoping she will be patient; that 
you will not punish him at home for 
his failure to learn at school, but 
that you would welcome any con- 
structive suggestions for cee 
this child to gain better habits 
doing his work with accuracy and 
care.” 

I wish teachers would not sug- 
gest punishment of children at home 
for their learning or behavior at 
school. Yet, we must realize that 
any teacher who takes the trouble 
to write to parents, as this teacher 
did, is conscientiously trying to do 
her best. Her motives are excellent, 

I also wish that neither parents 
nor teachers would ask a child to 
explain why he “misbehaved.” He 
rarely knows, not being a psycholo- 
gist. The psychologist, indeed, may 
be unable to analyze the motives of 
most of his own behavior,

Meetings Held In County 


Following are some of the im- 
portant points brought out by W. E. 
Newlon, Extension Service Special- 
ist in Poultry, at demonstration 
meetings on the Wm. Dunn ranch 
at Missouri Flat and the L. A. Ben- 
der ranch at Pleasant Valley last 
Friday. 

The last half of 1938 and the first 
half of 1939 was the most profitable 
period in the poultry industry for a 
‘number of years. This was due to 
the fact that feed costs were down 
‘and it took only about four dozen 
eggs to buy 100 pounds of feed. This 
| naturally stimulated interest in the 
raising of poultry, and the hatch-

As soon as 
eggs became in a relatively better 
‘position than other farm crops, it 
would take only six months for a 
large number of competitors to start 
in the poultry business. 

In the last two years, there have 
been practically no importation of 
eggs; but previous to the Japan- 
ese-Chinese war, only six tenths of 
one per cent of the eggs consumed 
in the United States were imported, 


|; Seventy per cent of the eggs pro- 
_ duced in the United States are pro- 
|duced in the mid-west on farms 
| having less than 100 birds per flock. 
Thus any material increase in price 
| would enlarge a great number of 
these flocks where eggs are produc- 
ed at a.minimum of cost. 

Records from hatcheries show 
that the normal trend is two years 
ait. rapid increase of hatchnig, and 
/one year of material decrease in 
| the number of birds hatched. On 
. the average for the past thirty 
years, records show that it takes 
7% dozen eggs to produce 100 
pounds of feed, on a basis of half 
mash and half grain. 

Mr. Newlon’s recommendation was 

that those poultrymen, who have 

satisfactory buildings and equip- 
ment, should keep their poultry 
| houses reasonably full of good birds. 

This means brooding a flock of 
birds each year and culling the old 
| birds heavily as they go out of pro- 
‘duction. Records show that poultry 
flocks, brooding some baby chicks 
'each year, have a higher produc- 
; tion per hen than those brooding in 
alternate years. 

Regarding turkeys, Mr. Newlon 
'Sstated that there is an excessive 
| heavy supply in cold Storage, but 
it appears the hatch of poults will 
be light this year. He stated that 


ae since 80 per cent of the turkeys are 


sold to housewives, the growers 
should be prepared to raise a small 
type bird that will finish as Satis- 
.factorily as the larger type now be- 
ing grown. He feels that the trend 
| Should be toward smaller birds, in- 
stead of larger birds as at. the pres- 
ent time, and that any birds put on 
the market should be in first class 
condition so that hte consumption 
of turkeys will not be reduced.
